VANDERKILT'S TREASURE VAULT. 


Ono of she HIo»t Redoubtable \rorlci 


of Dclciiflo lit tlio Country. 


[John Swlnton's Paper,] 


I stood tho other day in the vault of the 


formidable fortress of Iron and masonry on 
Forty-second street, wuore lost year tho riciJ- 
ost nabob in tlio world locked up his $200,- 
000,000 in stocks, bonds, und other soc-Jritles. 
It is ono of tbo most nxloubtablu works o£ 
defense on tho Amoricnn continent, though 
you may not bo entirely certain of that by 
surveying the building froci tbo outside. Ib 
foundations woro blasted out of tho rock; 
tbo front wall is flvo foot in thickness, and 
the side arid rear walls aro threo feot, tlio 
materials used boing prossod

No wood Is to bo found in tho structure. 


The great vault In 30x42 feot, of wrought 
ron,steel,aud Franklinito iron, and Is situated 
on tbo ground floor. Its four outer doors 
™igb 8,200 pounds each, and Lavo ovory nf- 
factive aud known improvomont in defensive 
dovieos. A massivo wall of masonry sur- 
rounds the ironwork. 
The vault, which is 


burglar, flro and water proof, constitutes a 
distinct building in itself. Tho armed watch- 
icon who guard tho building d"y and night are 
under tho strictest discipline, their hourly 
movements boing; recorded by an oloctric 
clock connecting with various points on each 
l!oor of tlio structure, and thoro aro also 
wires running to police headquarters and tho 
ofllcc's of tho district 
telegraph. 
In ono 


comor of this groat vault, behind heavy iron 
bars, aro tho heavier iron doors of tho works 
containing tho Vandorbilt securities, which 
can bo opened only by skoloton keys held by 
tho owner alouo. 


I suppose that a hundred men in this build- 


ing, with Gatliui; guns, could easily defend 
it against a mob of 100,000 assailants; it 
could'bo reducod by nothing less tban tho 
coutinuod play oC heavy artiUory. It may bo 
a year ainco Vandorbilt, tuon worth $200,- 
000,000, put tho larger part of hts possessions 
in tbo vault. Ho could not, perhaps, put 
moro tbau J'iOO.OOU.OOO under guard hero at 
tbul timo, but ho has added ovor $12,000,000 
to bi.s fortune within tho year, thouch it has 
been a poor year. Thus rapidly cloo.1 tho 
stupendous volume of his unparallnlod pile, 
enlarge. Nothing liko snob growth of any 
man's wealth was over before known in tbo 
world. Every yoar, in tho nature of things, 
tho growth incroftsos, so that the estimates 
of tho best-Informed men is that by the yuar 
1SOO ho will be ablo to pilu up $30fl'oOO,000 in 
his groat Iron vault behind walls flvo feot 
thick-.
